The people have been toiling 
and sweating not for the future but for the 
past; not for constructive enterprises, but fo: 
destructive past enterprises. They are still 
paying for the war. 

“For 18 years we have been drifting to- 
ward an economic and financial chaos. We 
are now perilously near the brink. Thou- ‘i 
sands and tens of thousands and millions _W.

WINNIPEG, Jan. 24. — Speaking 
‘from the witness box in a stilled 
courtroom and gesticulating his 
emphasis like in a dramatic dec- 
laration, Judge Lewis St. George 
Stubbs Monday revealed details of 
and reasons for his judgment in the 

Macdonald will case 

From a bulky record of an ad- 
dress given by him in a downtown 
theatre, Feb. 13, 1930, the judge! 
read to a commission, investigaung 
his alleged judicial miscondtict, en- | 
tire proceedings of the meeting, the 
basis of which was used by the 
attorney-general to formulate the 
main charge against him | 

It was a busy but tame day for 
the judge and for the spectators 
Only seldom did he divert from his 
readings to pass comment or criti- 
cize. Once more he attacked “the 
powers that be” for “their unfair- 
ness to me.” And again criticized 
judges of the appeal court tor “thetr 
stupid comment and argument” re- 
garding “the most infa‘y.ous will 
case ever stalked into day'ight.” | 


FALSITY AND FRAUD 

The entire circumstances of the 
will, presented for probate by Grace 
Ann Forlong ‘Alexander Macdon- 
ald’s daughter) and her husband 
John A. Forlong, “show vunmistak- 
able signs of stealth, deception, fal- 
sity and fraud,” the judge read 
from his judgment 

Attempts to have the will pro- 
bated had been delayed by him, 
Judge Stubbs continued, after he 
learned Henrietta Isbister, a nurse, 
purported witness to the will, was 
not there when the will was -igned 
Immediately he ordered the “alleged 
will” propounded for proof in sol- 
emn form and also’ directed an 
enquiry” into all matters and causes 
testmentary to the estate 

Retracing “this trail of stealth, 
fraud and perjury,” the judgment 
charged Forlong with playing “the 
chief role in this infamy.” It was 
his “conception and he planned and 
carried through the various steps 
in connection with it.” 


AMPLE PROVISION 

“His design was to become a di- 
rect beneficiary in the Macdonald 
estate, something Macdonald never 
intended him to be,” the judge con- 
tinued. “Macdonald had made 
ample provision for members of his | 
family and plarined to devote the | 
bulk of his estate after his death | 
to chagitable purposes through 
what he called the Macdonald Trust | 
and which has been described by | 
some as an obsession with him.” | 

Proponents of the will withdrew 
their application for probate, the 
judge said, on the ground it was 
irregularly executed, “but in my 
opigion it is not only irregular, in- 
valid for informality of execution 
but it is void for want of testa- 
mentary capacity in the testator, / 
who then in his 84th year, had suf- 
fered from a progressive senility of 
the mind.” 

All facts of the case demanded 
judicial investigation and dispost- 
tion, the judge recommended in his 
report, which also suggested valida- 
tion by the. legislature of a previ- 
ous will, invalidated becayse of 
only one witness 
DEVIOUS, UNDERHAND 

The judgment charged that For- 
long kept everything as “devious 
and underhand as possible,” and 
that Macdonald “was got to sign 
the will, propped up in bed.” Also 
it declared Miss Isbister was “vic- 
timized by Forlong into signing doc- 
uments not knowing what she was

In the stores department, a price list quotes 
goods at the following prices:—Boys’ overalls, 
hours; ladies’ overshoes, 7 hours; men's mitts, 
hours; furniture polish. 1 hour; cream whippers, 
hour.” 

Forty men were at work when a Regina Star 
reporter called a few days ago. They had made the 
workshop windproof, fixed up a forge, a shoe 
repair stand, mechanics’ and carpenters’ benches. 
and were engaged on repairing shoes, repairing and 
upholstering chairs, fixing broken bed springs, 
polishing furniture, mending motors, etc 

Somebody donated power equipment, and from 
two broken trucks the mechanics managed to as- 
semble one that works. They made a deal to get 
oil for it by collecting crankcase oi] for re-cleaning, 
and taking half of the cleaned oil for collecting.

Health and Diet Advice 


_.. By Dr. Frank McCoy 


Let’s imagine that one who has headaches every 
so often finally gets one. He has put in a hard day 
at the office where the ringing of the telephone 
made the pain seem like cuts with a hot knife 
Every time he tries to answer a letter his eyes 
ached until he felt as though someone were pushing 
them out of their sockets. He comes home to a 
quiet bedroom and it looks so inviting that he goes 
straight to bed. Now what is he going to do? He 
is flat on his back and the infernal ache in his 
skull is occupying his full attention. 

He is at a cross-roads; he can choose to take a 
short, easy road marked TEMPORARY and this 
means he will try some treatment which will tem- 
porarily relieve the headache; or he may take a 
longer road marked PERMANENT which means 
he will start a treatment which will help to per- 
manently cure the headache so that at the end of 
the treatment he will suffer no more from them. 

Most people would really choose to get rid of 
the headaches altogether but when the head hurts 
about all they consider is some quick way to kill 
the pain and so they choose the temporary method. 
If they haven't studied health they may swallow 
a double dose of some headache remedy; if they 
have studied a little about health they will prob- 
ably. know enough to take an enema and rest in a 
quiet room with a cold compress on the brow and 
so will discover that this method will relieve most 
headaches within a short time 

If the patient is one who has studied quite a 
littie about health he decided that the most satis- 
factory plan would be to attack the toxic wastes 
which are causing the headache and he considers 
climinative measures. Then he begins a cleansing 
treatment which with a little persistence will over- 
come the headache tendency. In severe cases he 
may have three or four headaches later, but they 
grow milder until at last they stop altogether. A 
patient having had an ordinary case should have 
no return of the trouble as long as he follows good 
habits of living 

The patient is to take an enema, using plain 
warm water. As soon as the large intestine is 
emptied he will feel greatly relieved. He is then 
to start on a fast, using eight ounces every two 
hours of the following fruit juices: orange juice or 
grapefruit juice or tomato juice, whichever he 
prefers. He is to stay on the fast at least five days, 
taking one or two enemas each day. It is alright 
for him f} drink Water if he is thirsty. He is to 
take one tepid sponge bath per day 

The first day or two of the fast he may have a 
mild headache, however, if present at all, it is mild 
in nature and not nearly so severe as the average 
attack, being easily borne, and no headache medi- 
cines should be used. It soon goes away as the good 
eliminative results of the fast are felt. It is alright 
for the patient to go about his regular work and 99 
people out of 100 are able to do so. No exercises 
are to be taken while fasting 

After the fast he is to use a well-balanced diet, 
and is to start taking daily exercises with a daily 
s slowly. If there is any possibility 
e should have the eyes examined.

is not the slightest reason for any recurrence of 
headache and he should remain completely cured. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Jonathon J. writes: “I feel weak all 
the time, no strength, no appetite, and lack pep. 
I have no pain--just feel weak.” 

ANSWER: It may be that all you need is in- 
creased physital exercise. Do not depend too much 
upon food to give you strength. You cannot stoke 
the stomach like a furnace and expect the increased 
amount of food to be converted into energy. 
Physical exercise will develop strength through in- 
creasing the circulation of blood and encouraging 
the assimilation of food elements. 

QUESTION: Mr. Kenneth G. writes: “Please- 
ise me if any injurious results may come from 
boring the sp ne to get specimen of spinal fluid.” 

ANSWER: I do nét advise spinal punctures 
and have not found it necessary to use 
practice. While they are un- 
doubtedly helpful in establishing certain cases 
where diagnosis is doubtful, their effects are 
usually so severe that I have not employed them.

Mr. Bureau was born at Three! 


Rivers on July 9, 1860, son of Na- 
poleon Bureau and his wife Sophie 
Gingras. He was educated at Nic- 
olet college and Laval umiversity, 
Quebec, where he obtained his de- 
&ree of bachelor of laws. 

His widow was formerly Ida 
Beliveau. Two children, Edouard 
Bureau and Mrs. Edward Buisson 
of Three Rivers, also survive. 

Mr. Bureau was identified with 
the political life of Canada since 
the opening of the present century 
He was first elected to the house 
of commons in 1900 and was re- 
elected in 1904 and 1907. On the 
latter year he was sworn as solicit- 
or-general of Canada, under the 
leadership of Sir Wilfrid Laurier

They will continue research 
at the University as a “scholarly 
enterprise.”
